Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 
121: 

I. Claims 1-30, 52, 33-42, drawn to a wireless system for transmitting 
and receiving a plurality of data packets in which the system 
comprises a plurality of directional antenna sectors each having a 
respective associated three-dimensional region of space for 
transmitting and receiving electromagnetic signals, classified in 
class 455, subclass 63.5. 

II. Claims 43-51 , 53-57, drawn to how the antenna sectoring is being 
implemented, classified in class 343, subclass 757. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. 
The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by 
hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the method or 
process can be practiced by another and materially different apparatus such as a 
wireless communication system having smart antennas and comprising a 
plurality of wireless transmit/receive units in which in an access point based 
wireless local area network (WLAN), multiple stations (STAs) may be associated 
with a given AP at any given time. If the multiple-access scheme is Carrier sense 
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multiple access collision avoidance (CSMA/CA) such as in 802.1 1 WLANs, any 
STA may transmit a data packet also called a frame to its associated STAs has 
transmitted a packet after the packet has been completely received and decoded 
based on the source address contained in the medium access control header of 
the packet. An AP may also be equipped with a smart antenna in order to 
improve the signal to noise ratio of AP-to-STA transmissions as well as STA-to- 
AP transmissions. The smart antenna in this context is referred to as a set of N 
antennas that have different radiation patterns such as by pointing in different 
directions or a smart antenna.
